BUBBLING WITH OPTIMISM 


Baron Shauglinessy Strikes Hopeiui Note

H@RE in Vancouver, Baron 
WwW SWRughnessy, Presideat of 
‘ 


the Canadian Pacific Mail- 
way, gave a most interesting ad- 
dress lasting almost half.an hour to 
the members of the Vancouver 
Board of Trade, During his re- 
marks, which were listéned to by 
several hundred members of” the 
Board of Trade as well‘ns by pro- 
minent business men not connected 
with the board, Lord Shaughnessy 
briefly referred to what‘his com: 
pany-had done for Vancouver and 
Victoria, to the position of the sol- 
diers after the war, the question of 
immigration and the duty of the cit: 
{zens of Vancouver as well as of 
the entire Dominion in furthering 
the interests of this country. 

Prefacing his address with a brief 
reference to the gentlemen who had 
accompanied him on the trip to the 
“coast, Lord Shaughnessy alluded to 
the Vancouver of twenty-five years 
ago. ; 

“When you look around,” he said, 
“and see the changes that have 
taken place at that pediod, you feel 
no doubt as. we ull fecl that we are 
all entitled to a great deal of credit 
for the present conditions here. 
You have your splendid wharves, 
your large ocean-guing. tonnage, 
your magnificent streets and resl- 
dential section, your splendid busi- 
ness blocks, and if I might be per- 
mitted to say it, probably the fin- 
est hotel on the continent.” . (Ap- 
plause.) ) 

“1 think, too, that you will admit 
whatever little differences we may 
have had from time to time that, 
during all these years your work- 
ing partner, the C.P.R., has neither 
been niggardly nor narrow, I think 
¢oo, that if our friends and _neigh- 
ibours across the gulf in’the older 
city of Victoria, where at present 
business is not as brisk as it might 
be, a situation that we are exper- 
fencing in many localities on the 
continent, but | think that. Victoria, 
which has made such marked pro- 
gress and has been so exccedingly 
prosperous: in recent years, will al- 
60 bear testimony to the earnestness 
with which your. partner assisted 
$n forwarding all their good works. 

“The policy of the Company in 
Victoria and at other points served 
by the company’s lines hasbeen one 
of creation and  jmprovement. 
ef creation and improvement. Some- 
times probably we have :.overshot 
the mark and have anticipated the 
future, but we did it with an impli- 
cit. confidence and there was only 
a little while to wait wheh every- 
thing would grow to what: we had 
been providing for in Vancouver as 
elsewhere. The last three or four 
years have been years of depression 
in business, not in Vancouver alone 
but throughout the country: Proba- 
bly this may bo attributed to a de- 
gree of over-confidence and no doubt 
fo some extent to over speculation,

Lord Shaughnessy said that there 
was evidence on which his banking 
fricnds would bear him out, of de- 
cided improvement in trade condi- 
tions on tho Pacific coast. The 
lumber industry beyond doubt is 
more brisk than it has been for a 
considerable time, the mining {s in a 
very prosperous condition indeed. 
The works that the company has 
performed in Vancouver and its en- 
vironments involved avast expendi- 
ture of money. It {is true that we had 
a substantial return for the town- 
site that becamo the property of the 
company at the time Vancouver was 
established, but every dollar recelv- 
ed from that townsite and many mil- 
lons more have been expended with- 
in the boundaries of.the city. (Ap- 
plause.) 


“This is-not the :time to-undertake 
many improvements, not a time in- 
deed to take anything in hand or to 
say anything in the nature of pro- 
mises of important works, but it is 
clear tome that for the future re- 
quirements of tho port it will be 
necessary to spend a very large sum 
on money in providing additional 
jetty for which steps have already 
The port in its present 
stage of development would, be, a 
matter of surprise to almost any 
person who had-not followed the his- 
tory of Vancouver. When the first 
Empress came here in 1890, we hop- 
ed to secure traffic enough to feed 
these three Empresses on the east- 
bound voyage. Today we have ton- 
nage beyond the facilitics that have 
been provided’at a cost of millions 
of dollars and we can see that we 
have in the future a very substan- 
tial increase in that tonnage. The 
Oriental traffic which was divided 
with a number of lines in which our 
enemy made a great inroad can be 
in a substantial degree diverted to 
us and arrangements have been 
made with the Russian authorities 
that will insure a very largo in- 
crease in the tonnage for Vladivos- 
tock passing through the port of 
Vancouver.” (Applause.) 

Lord: Shaughnessy then referred 
to what had been done by the C.P.R. 
for the development of the mining 
industry in the province, when the 
Consolidated Company was at a low 
¢bb. He also made a brief reference 
to the opening of the Kettlo Valley 


Railway, and -the fact that it was 
now nearer the coast by rail. Speak- 
ing with regard to the Esquimault 
& Nanaimo Railway, acquired by the 
company some years ago,. he said 
that had been extended and facili- 
ties were now being provided for a 
very largely increased territory. 
With the return of better, times; and 
when conditions were more favora- 
ble, no doubt extensions would be 
made “without any demand on the 
exchequer of the province.” (Laugh- 
ter.) = 

“We must try to determine,” ‘said 
Lord Shaughnessy, “what our policy 
is going to be in the future. I 
speak for the policy of all of us who 
are interested in the welfare and 
progres: of the Dominion. At the 
moment we have one working thing 
that supercedes all others. The war 
must be prosecuted to a successful 
conclusion at all-hazards, (Applausc.) 
Nothing that is either directly or 
indirectly ‘connected withthe  suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war 
should’ occupy more than a second- 
ary place in our thoughts... The war 
will not last forever. : 

“Indeed, there are those of us who 
think - that .the end is not far off. 
But ,whether it be this year or next 
year or the year, after, we must be 
preparcd to take advantage of such 
opportunities as may offer. Canada 
has’ made tremendous sacrifices in 
money and men, giving direct de- 
monstration of Canada’s’ patriotic 
loyalty to the Mother Country and 
to, the Empire. The fact that we 
have taken such a strong. position 
that we have done so much to help 
has won for us the sympathy beyond 
doubt of Great Britain and of Bri- 
tish allies, and to the extent that 
those uations aan be of service in 
forwarding ‘ergy icenatrial and com- 


mercial and 
operation, 

“But I do not like the idea of de- 
pending too much on the goodwill 
of others, We must endeavor to do 
the right thing ourselves. It is quite 
useless, to my mind, to imagine that 
because of the animositics arising 
from the war, that the Germans and 
Austrians are to be shut out from 
all civilized countries of the world, 
compelled to confine their trade re- 
lations in their own countries and 
with each other, 

“Those feelings of animosity are 
rapidly dissipated if there be a com- 
mercial advantage in forgetting that 
they exist. We cannot count upon 
that either as a very important in- 
fluence in determining what our 
policy must be. We must try to 
frame our own policy and we must 
try to carry it out vigorously, re- 
celving, of course, such advantages 
as may properly come to us. But 
our own capacity for business, our 
own organization, our own energy 
are the factors that will determine 
what is exactly the amount of pro- 
gress we are going to make, (Ap- 
plause.) 

“At the bottom of everything is 
immigration. We must have more 
people, not only on, tho prairies 
‘where there is grain, but hero in 
British Columbia, where almost ev- 
erything can be grown, whero there 
is such room for the development 
of our fisheries and timber and 
mines, where the fruit industry can 
be made one of such yast impor- 
tance. The question is, where are 
we going to secure these people. 
Possibly the patriotic desire to sea 
that the returned soldicr is cared. 
for may induce the: country and 
others to place soldiers on the land, 
but I do not know that the soldiers 
may care to go on the land, at least 
for some time after they return from 
their experiences on the battlefield. 
To the extent, however, that they: 
can be induced to take up land to 
provide homes for themselves andi 
families, they should be given the 
cheerful co-operation of every inter- 
est involved.” (Applause.): 

Lord Shaughnessy issued a warn- 
ing against allowing undesirables 
into the country after the war, as 
had been done on former occasions, 
and suggested that such an organ- 
ization as the board of trade, an 
organization of business men, would 
be the right people to look after the 
development of.the land, of mining 
and other industries, instead of a 
government, which often was, he 
said, slow in its movements. “Wo 
have ample time to make plans,” he 
said, “to induce good people to come 
here. Yor several months after thei 
war all the ships on the Atlantic 
will be engaged in bringing home 
the troops, so that there will not be 
much opportunity to bring people 
from Europe for a long time. Dur- 
ing that intervening period we must 
have opportunities to see \where 
these people can be secured, the 
kind of people that we should se- 
cure, and other information — that 
will promote a scientific immigra- 
tion propaganda. 

“About the future we have no 
doubt whatever. If we continua as 
we are, conserving our resources, 
avoiding unnecessary expenditure 
until we can afford it better, if we 
conclude that our success is going 
to be dependent entirely on our 
own efforts and that any assistance 
-we get from other caus2s must bo 
considered extrancous and not es- 
sential, if we make up our’ minds 
that we are going to be equal to any 
country in the world, that of. our 
ability to do things there ‘is 
question, there will be no doubt as 
to the position of Canada in tho 
future. I have not. a doubt that 
there are in this room many young 
men who will see this country with 
a population trebled at least, and 
even larger figures might not be ex- 
cessive if we perform our duty as, 
I have remarked.” (Applausce.) |

TH . YIDDISH QUARTER IS F:OME 
O= A RACE APART. 


The Wealthy hebrew Soon Enters Ir 
to English Ways, But the Every- 
day Inhabitant of the Ghetto Doer 
All His Chaffering on’ the Stroete 
and Lives a Primitive C:lental Sort 
of Existence. 


The London Ghetto is a world of ita 
own. If you would know how Jewa 
werk and play, and pray and read and 
drink, marry and rear children— 
dozens of childran={t is in the near 


Hast, between Aldgate and Stopney, 
eman street and Brick lange you muse 
Inger, Heteahoute live all the real 
wotkuday Jows} in Maida Valo and 
Park lund dnd Pleoadiily thers ara 
bot the sitnulacta, 

The dus hes its yet learnt to ba 
both a good J:w and a man of sub- 
stance, With a stake in the country, all 
at once, though the Jew of Park lane 
and hii of Petticoat lane have a con- 
necting Hnk in their common physiog- 
nomy and their common language,’ for 
Yiddish still remains a ‘lingua fran- 
ca’ among all Jews. However wealthy 
and exalted his station, every Jew 
understands the meaning, though ha 
may have lost the wit to practice Jews 
ish ‘‘chine.’’ 

Wentworth street, running from 
Middlesex street to Commercial street, 
{3 the shopping centre of the district. 
Hore will be found such delicacies as 
pickled herrings and Dutch pickled 
cucumbers, olives, “stuffed moneys,” 
bolas, and the inevitable stacks uf 
cold fried fish. The Ghetto thirst 
seems mainly relieved by lemons; at 
least. every ‘Greener’ who can find 
no immediate trade starts life by sell- 
ing ‘‘vine lemons, dree a penny,” in 
the Lane. P 

There is nothing depressing, extern- 
ally, ut all events, about the (hetto, 
The main taoroughfares, Whitechap- 
el, Mile End read, Commercial roid 
are fine, brond avenues, some flanked 
with trees, und even the narrow off 
ztreets are gayer than most poor dis- 
tricts, because poor Jews delight in 
the outdoor life. Like all simplé, 
primitive peoples, the Jews exalt their 
daily provisioning and work—in'so far 
as the modern factory system permita 
it—into a sort of festival. There is no 
fun in telephoning to your fish-monger 
to send the best salmon in the shop. 

But the Jewish matron, with three- 
pence tc spend on a piece of hake or 

addock, can pass from one barrow to 
another probing with skilled finger 
the freshness cf. the article, chaffering 
with the vendor about the price and 
quality of his wares. You will see 
her in Wentwcrth street wrinkling ner 
eyebrows with scorn when fish is Lad 
and dear, her pupils dilating in joy 
when she gets a bargain. 

By going into the open market you 
eau one day bring home little octa- 
gona! Russian rolls, or 4 loaf with its 
twist and poppy seeds, or rye-bread, 
or sweet-bread, ag the fancy takes you. 
‘Tis a pleasant two hours; whilst you 
have had gossip with your neighbors 
you have got the best of a hardened 
coster“and you have provided a jolly 
good dinner for the children return- 
ing home from school. 

Az soon as the air gets a little warm 
in this rather dampish country, at 
nearly every door an old lady, her 
days for marketing over, will be found 
seated on the step blinking in the 
su”, holding the skirts of her young 
grandchild and shrieking to those a 
year or so older to come off tho road. 
way. Whenever possible the Jew pre 
fews to transact his business in the 
street; not only in the Ghetto will you 
see him buying and selling, haggling, 
talking and gesticulating on the pave: 
ment; he carries this tra:t to the high. 
er life of a diamond merchant in Hat. 
ton Garden or a broker in Throgmor- 
ton street, 

The standing offence to the ortho- 
dox, fresh from Russia, is the palatial 
building in Middlesex street, the Jew- 
ish Board of Guardians, established 
in 1859 in Devonshire square to give 
relief to the-‘‘strange poor’’ by the 
granting of loans.

Not that the poor Jew has any silly 
scruples about Accepting money from 
richer people. hat he confidently re- 
gards as their business; the Jewish 
beggar, the ;‘Schnorrer,” is an insti- 
tution, as r@aders of Mr. Zangwill's 
books will know.

chnorrer demanded of .a rich Jew 
the money for a visit to Ostend, the 
doctor having told him that sea baths 
would do him good.

RESTING A RAZOR. 


Why Letting It Lie Idle For Awhiks 
‘Improves the Blade. 

It-is well known that our metals are 
‘conductors. of? eleetricity. Steel is an 
excellent conductor, and when this 
metal is fashioned into tools with sharp 
xdges the electric current that is con- 
unually passing through the metal will 
leave the body at the sharp point or 
rdge. ‘ 

Barbers tell us the razor gets tired 
and is improved after a rest. This is 
true in a scientific sense. It is not 
exactly a rest’ that the razor needs, 
although the term will express it pret- 
ty well. 

It seems that.any razor, after con- 
stant use on the human face, will be- 
tome not exactiy dull, for the barber 
enn sharpen it, but rather sluggish 
‘und refuse to work as smoothly as 
when it bas lain for a few weeks with- 
out work. 

Constant use and continued sharpen- 
Ing put the molecules into a sluggish 
condition, and jt is impossible to: get 
‘the same edge as when the steel has 
not been used for some time. 

When the razor. lies idle and the 
electric current is passing off at the 
edge 'the particles are being toned and 
tempered, and the edge actually be- 
fomes more smooth and really sharper 
and more fit to remove the beard. 

It is claimed that a razor wrapped 
In rubber cloth and placed in a drawer 
nway from any lamp will not be bene- 
fited by the rest as will a razor that 
Is simply lnid away rather carelessly 
Without any insulation. It is the same 
lf the razor ts inclosed in a glass case, 
for the insulation prevents the electric 
current from passing through the met- 
nl.—Harper's Weekly.

He Used His First Draining Tube on 
Queen Victoria, | 

A strange anecdote is related in the, 
life of Lord Lister by Dr. G. T.! 
Wrench. It seems that Lister actually} 
used Queen Victorian as the first sub- 
ject of one of his great experiments. 

Shortly after taking up the chair of 
surgery in Edinburgh, according to 
Dr. Wrench, Lister was called to Bal- 
moral to operate on the queen for an 
abseess. Dr. Wrench goes on to say: 
“The operation was successful. Lister 
put in a strip of carbolie lint to keep 
the wound open for drainage. But, un- 
fortunately, the matter of the abscess 
did not come away properly, and the 
queen was still feverish and in pain. 

“Lister, disturbed by this unfavor- 
able course, walked alone in. the 
grounds of Balmoral, a lonely walk 
being his custom when he had a daifli- 
cult problem to solve. During his 
cogitations it occurred to him that a 
plece of india rubber tubing might 
form an excellent path of exit to the 
discharge of a wound. It is illustra- 
tive of Lister’s hold faith in himself 
that, though his patient. was the bigh- 
est lady in the land, he did not hesi- 
tate to make her the first subject of 
his exper!ment. 

“He returned from his walk, cut a 
piece of tubing from the spray ap- 
paratus and soaked it all night in car- 
bolic. In the. morning he made use 
of it.
